BIG CUBAN LOAN 
MAY BE STOPPED 


United States Is Likely to 


Consider Obligations Too 
Heavy for Young Re- 
public to Assume. 


STILL GUARDIAN OF DEBT 


Against Liabilities Beyond 
Reasonable Limits of 
Revenue Assets.

Washngton, D. O., Aug. 4. 


Cuba's financial difficulties, referred to in 
these dispatches last Friday, have forced a 
bond issue of $35,000,- 
Beaten 000. Minister Squiers 
today advised the 
State department that 
Cuban Bonds. ine lower branch of 
the Cuban congress 
had Sn a bill authorizing a loan of $35,- 
000,000, the minimum rate of issue being 
fixed at 90 per cent, the maximum rate of 
interest to be 5 per cent, and ape Dense to he 
redeemable in forty years. 
This action presents the question as to 
whether the issue of bonds for this amount 
is mot in violation of the Platt amendments, 
which provides that said [Cuban] govern- 
ment shall not assume or contract any pub- 
lic obligation to pay the interest upon which, 
and to make reasonable sinking fund provi- 
sion for the ultimate discharge of which the 
ordinary revenues of the island of Cubg. 
after defraying the current expenses of the 
government, shall te inadequate.” 
President Roosevelt may be obliged to call 
the attention of President Palma to this 
clause of the Platt amendment, as the island 
republic will be dangerously near violating 
the section relating to contracting debts, if 
the senate concurs in the action of the house. 
The interest of this loan at s per cent would 
call for an annual expenditureof $1,750,000. 
The receipts of the Cuban government at 
present are only $5,000 a day, or $1,825,000 
annually. 
After paying the interest on the loan there 
would be only $75,000 with which to defray 
the expenditures of the government, unless 
there is a large increase in receipts.

Believes He Is to Be Executed for

Facing a firing squad of his own comrades, 


with his eyes blindfolded and his mind fully 


convinced that he was condemned to dle, 
Private Hillman of company H, Seventh 
infantry I. N. G., fell unconscious yester- 
day-morning at Camp Logan when he heard | 
the rifles, loaded wjth blank cartridges, dis- 
charged.

Last night he was the only. patient in the 
camp hospital, the victim of one of a series of 


| practical jokes that have been perpetrated

since it entered upon its summer school of 


instruction. 

- Tried by Mock Court Martial. 

Private Hillman had been before a mock 
court martial on the previous night. He 
was charged with sleeping at his post while 
on guard duty. The offense is a serious one 
in time of war, but Hillman is a new recruit 
and had no knowledge of the gravity of the 
situation until he was taken before the 
tribunal. In falling asleep he thought he 
had merited only a reprimand, for there was 
no danger of an attack. 

With all formality Hillman was tried and 


found guilty. He was confined in the guard 


tent over night, and repeatedly. impressed 
with the idea that he was to be shot at sun- 
rise as a penalty for his offense. He accepted 
his fate in all 
less night. 


Taken Out to Be 8 
The sun was just peeping above the lake 
yesterday morning when Lieut. Joseph M. 
Gallery called Hillman out of the guard 
tent, and told him to prepare to die. His 
hands were tied behind him, and under the 


guard of eight soldiers he was marched to a 


remote part of the camp. There he was 
blindfolded, after he had seen the eight men 
drawn up in line before him with their rifles. 

Squad load.“ c6mmanded the Heutenant, 
and Hillman’s nerves were racked as he 
heard the clicking of the chambers. 

Ready!“ came the command a few mo- 
ments later, and Hillman swayed in his et- 
fort to stand erect. 

* Fire!” and eight rifles cracked to-

Water Instead of Bullets. 

At the command to fire a soldier who had 
silently approached Hillman dashed a bucket 
of cold water against hie chest. Hillman 
dropped as if pierced with eight bullets, and 
then everybody who saw the mock tragedy 
laughed uproariously. 

A minute passed and Hillman failed to 
move. The laughter ceased as suddenly 
as it had begun. Hillman’s comrades crowd- 
ed around him and found him in a dead faint. 
He was hurriedly taken to the hospital and, 
after considerable effort, revived. It is said, 
however, that it will be days before he re- 
covers from the nervous shock he sustained.

GREEN TREE TAVERN FALLS; - 
TWO MEN HURT INCOLLAPSE. 


Owner of the Relic and the Contractor 
Inspect “Lincoln” Room for the Last 
Time and Are Injured. : 


The timbers of the old Green Tree tavern 
at Milwaukee avenue and Fulton street 
collapsed yesterday afternoon, precipitating 
two men to the basement and injuring them 
seriously. The flooring, which gave way 
after almost seventy years of constant 
strain, was in a room which, it is said, wag 
a score of times the abode of Abraham Lin- 
coln, then a circuit riding lawyer, whose 
fame had not extended beyond the bound- 
aries of the state. The building wasin proc- 
ess of demolition. | 

The men injured were C. W. Perlolat, 186 
North Green street, owner of the structure, 
and H. Anderson, president of the Central 
Wrecking company. The extreme care dis- 
played by the workmen, who are proceed- 
ing under the supervision of the two men, 
was, in part, responsible for the accident. 

The timbers upholding the building han 

been taken out with much care, and the 
absence of wreckage and litter about the 
place Caused the superstructure to have an 
appearance of solidity. Many articles of his- 
toric value had been discovered in unex- 
pected] nooks in the building, and ft was 
in giving a parting investigation to the Lin- 
coln room that the men were hurt. 
Mr. Periolat received injuries to his head 
which were pronounced serious by physi- 
cians. Mr. Anderson was badly bruised. 
They fell to the basement. and were almost 
buried in a shower of laths and timbers. 
William Kern and F. A. Periolat, who were 
standing on the first floor, narrowly biter ai 
injury. 

The tavern was erected in 1838 by Pile 
Cobb, under the direction of John Kinsgie, 
and for almost forty yeare was one of the 
best known in the western country.

BUYS LARGE INTEREST IN THE 


WEAVER COMPANY. 


Other Steel Men Associated with Him 


and Capital Stock of Concern Is In- 


creased from $1,500,000 to $3,000,- | 


000—Business Will Be Extended in 
the Manufacture of Coke — Offices 
Will Be Established in Eastern Cit- 
ies—Headquarters Remain Here. 


By purchasing a large interest in the 


Weaver Coal company, John W. Gates has 
added a side line to his steel industries, and 
in the new venture is associated with other 
men of the United States Steel corporation. 
In the change the coal company becomes 
the Weaver Coal and Coke company, with 
capital stock increased from $1,500,000 to 
$3, 000,000. 


With this increase of stock the company 


becomes one of the largest individual coal 
companies in the country. Its business will 
be extended largely in the manufacture of 
coke. The present officers are retained, but 
to the list of stockholders will be added 
many of the prominent business men of the 
country. 


New Men as Stockholders. 


William Edenborn, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the United States Steel 
corporation, is one of these new stockholders, 
as is S. W. Allerton of Chicago and Col. 
Isaac Ellwood of De Kalb. The general of- 
fices of the company will remain in Chicago, 
with branches in New York, Pittsburg, De- 
troit, and Milwaukee. 

The interest Mr. Gates and his friends 
have purchased is said to be a large in- 
terest,” but not controlling. It is a new 
venture for the steel men, but one with 
which they are not unfamiliar. 


Weaver Discusses Plans. 


Their connection with the steel industry 
has made them familiar with the coal bus!- 
ness, said Henry E. Weaver, president of 
the company. It is to their interest as 
large users of coal to be connected with a 
large coal company. 

“The capital stock of the company has 
been doubled, and as we are now manufac- 
turing coke, and will soon be doing so on a 
much larger scale, it was thought advisable 
to add that to the name of the company. 
The extension of the business will be largely f 
in the direction of coke ovens and in the 
building up of this part of the business, On 
its present footing the company will be one 
of the largest individual concerns in the 
country.“ 


Property Owned by Concern. 


The company owns the Maryland smoke- 
less Coal company at Weaver and Leiter, 
W. Va., and the Belington and Beaver Creek 
railway company. The latter has its line of 
The company owns exten- 
sive tracts of coal lands in West Virginia, 
Ohio, and Illinois, with docks 
and offices in Milwaukee as well as in Chi- 
cago. 

Most of the mines of the company are 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, but the 
West Virginia fields will be reached by the 
new branch of the Wabash road, which 
George Gould is building from Pittsburg to 
Newport News.

Kankakee Board Ignores Gov- 
ernor's Order, Saying There 
Were No Formal 3 
Charges.

Gov. Yates’ order for an W of 
the Kankakee insane asylum has been 
vetoed. After debating the matter from 9 
o'clock in the morning until 5 in the after- 
noon yesterday the trustees decided not to 
investigate themselves, | 

The explanation given was that no formal 
charges had been filed with them and that 
they had nothing on which they could act. 
Then Secretary F. W. ‘Bull of the Civil Serw- 
ice Reform league, who was present, offered 
to file the charges and furnish the evidence, 
but the trustees decided they could do noth 
ing. They suggested that perhaps the State 
Board of Charities might take up the mat- 
ter. 

The offer of Mr. Bull came after the trustees 
had held the last of several consultations | 
and had given out a typewritten statement 
telling why they refused to examine into 
the charges made against the management ot 
the asylum, some of which they themselves 
acknowledge are true, Mr: Bull had had an 
interview with the trustees during the after- 

but this time the board was in formal 
session, 

Offers to Make 

“In order,” said he, to make my pres 
ence here perfectly plain I would like to say 
I am here to represent the Civil Service Re- 
form league. The object of the league is not 
to embarrass this institution, or to prove 
anything for or against the mannerin which 
it is conducted.

A large portion of the sensational charges 
published purported to be interviews from 
insane women, former patients of this hos- 
pital. All of the occurrences referred to 
in these interviews transpired before the. 
inauguration of Gov. Yates. The board at 
that time made it a practice, as now, to 
investigate all charges brought before it. 

It is to be deplored that any newspaper 
should endeavor to make political capftal 
out of the emanations of the diseased brains 
ef the unfortunate insane, and thereby ea use 
a vast amount of unnecessary sorrow and 
anxiety in the thousands of homes in the 
state of Illinois from which the patients have 


come. 

| Denies Two Interviews. 

We have noticed the charges which cer- 
tain mewspapers claim to have. been made 
by former employees of this institution 
against persons now in service. We have no 
knowledge that these charges have been 
made. I, myself, have been reported in two 
interviews in Taz CuHIcaGo Trisune of July 
30 and Aug; 2 which did not contain a single 
statement that I made. On the first occa- 
sion I had three gentiemen with me who will 
substantiate what I said.

Mrs. E. Brown Makes a New Charge 


Management of Hospi- 
tal for Insane at Kankakee. 


Another charge was added to the long list 
of complaints against the management of 
the Kankakee hospital yesterday by Mrs. 
BE. Brown, 3222 Forest avenue, who alleged 
that state nurses are farmed out to private 
individuals for the care of certain inmates. 
‘Mrs. Brown cites the case of her own 
faughter, Miss Lena Brown, as an example 
of the custom. 

“When Lena was first sent there,” said 
Mrs. Brown. we asked Dr. Enos to give 
her a private nurse at our expense. At 
first he demurred, but when we insisted he 
agreed to detail a nurse to care for my 
Gaughter if we would pay $30 a month to 
the hospital authorities. Our object in hav- 
ing a private nurse for her was to have an 
attendant who would give Lena the proper 
amount of exercise. Later we were com- 
pelied to take an attendant for a half day, 
for which we paid $18 a month. In both in- 
stances the nurse frequently was called 
Sway to do work in other wards, but no de-

Premiers Object to Chamber- 
lain’s Plan for Aiding — 
British Defense. 


Canada Says Only the United 
States Could Invade the 
Dominion.

LONDON, Aug. 5, 8 a. m.—The radical 
press regards Secretary Chamberlain's ad- 
missions in his recent h as proof from 
his point of view that the colonial confer- 
ence has been a failure. Chamberlain's ob- 
jects in convening it, they say, were to se- 
cure better adjustment of imperial defense 
and imperial trade. He hoped and expected 
to lay the foundations for a customs union 
and to obtain the consent of the premiers 
to a scheme under which the greater colonies 
would make a specific contribution to the 
cost of defending the empire. 

Chamberlain has failed to persuade the 
premiers to support either project. They 
will have nothing to do with a customs union, 
since it would mean a loss of revenue to 
the states they represent, which they could 
ill afford. They will have nothing to do 
with any contribution fo military necessities 
that is fixed and compulsory. 


Fear Chamberlain’s Scheme. 


What else could be expected, asks the rad- 
ical press. The colonists are peaceful trad- 
ers who care nothing for the things Cham- 
berlain would risk war to win. They pay 
for home defense, which, in their judgment, 
is sufficient. What power, Germany or an- 
ether, dare land troops in Canada or send 
a hostile fleet to Canadian waters. It would 
be faced by an American veto. The one 
power that could invade Canada is the Unit- 
ed States, against whom England would be 
powerless. 
Australia, it is pointed out, is differently 
placed. To her a naval force is necessary 
to prevent landings. For such force she 
is willing to pay. |

It is evident that 
Greenberg willfully lied and misrepresented 
the facts when this complaint was sworn 
out,

Driver was in the way of entreaty. From 
the evidence it appears that there was noth- 
ing in her conduct which might not be ex- 
pected from a person in her position who

View of Republican Committee. 

A leading member of the committee had 
this to say ot the action: 

For twenty years 1 have fought as hard 
as any man in Chicago to keep the judicial 
branch of our government out of partisan 
politics. There has been a sort of mutual 
agreement, so I have understood, between 


the two parties to hold the judiciary on a non- . 


partisan basis. And that agreement has been 


2 generally observed by the repub- 


cans, 

As candidates for other offices some of the 
judges of both political parties have gone out 
and made active campaigns, but I do not re- 
member that any of them ever took such a 
prominent part either before or after the 
conventions as Judge Tu ley. has been taking 
this summer. He was at the head of the ad- 
visory committee before the democratic 
county convention and had as much to say 
about the makeup of the county ticket of 
that party as any one man, if not more. 
Since the convention he has been as active 
as anybody. | 

“Judge Tuley always has contended 
strongly for nonpartisanship on the bench, 
and I cannot comprehend his purpose in 
playing the part he is in this fight. It must 
be that he is getting ready to enter the race 
for mayor or some other office. 

“What would the people say if one of the 
republican judges start out as Judge Tuley 
did and lead in a movement to form a new 
machine and conduct the republican cam- 
paign? I do not know that we can go be- 
yond condemnation of the judge, but if the 
people desire to maintain the nonpartisan 
spirit with reference to the judiciary they wiil 
have something to say. ‘ 


Defense of the Judge. 

The defense of the democrats is that the 
judge acted at the earnest solicitation of 
Mayor Harrison and many leading demo- 
crats, who want to lift the organization of 
their party in Cook county out of the rut 
into which it has fallen and put it ona higher 
plane.

COURT MARTIAL’S FINDINGS 
REVERSED BY GOVERNOR. 


Yates Disapproves Judgment of Mili- 
tary Tribunal Ordering Dismissal of 
Lieut. Louis C. Thompson. 


Gov. Yates has overriden the findings of a 
court martial, and his action is expected 
to be prejudicial to discipline and productive 
of dissension tn the First Illinois cavalry. 
He has disapproved the judgment of the 
court, which, after a long and carefully 
considered hearing, ordered the dismissal 
of First Lieut. Louis C. Thompson, Troop 
E, from the service. 1 
Lieut. Thompson was charged with am- 
bling with enlisted men, and of various acts 
which would have been detrimental to the 
discipline of the troop. Charges were pre- 


ferred by Capt. Charles Alsip of Troop E; 


and the hearing was before a court martial 
of which Maj. Milton J. Foreman was presi- 
dent. The sentence went to Gov. Yates 
as the reviewing officer, with the result that 
the findings were disapproved. The order 
of the governor is as follows: . 

The proceedings and findings in the fore- 
going case of Lieut. Louis C. Thompson, 
Troop E. First cavalry, are disapproved 
in so far as the court erred in not permitting 
the introduction of certain evidence material 
to the proper understanding of the ques- 
tion at issue, and admissible under the law, 
and for the further reason that the evidence, 
as contained in the records, does not prove 
that the accused gambled with enlisted 
men after he had been commissioned an offi- 
cer. The sentence is disapproved. First 
Lieut. Louis C. Thompson will be released 
from arrest and restored to duty.“

Railway Employes Warned at Union 


Meeting Attended by Senator Hanna 


That New Rate Means Starvation 
Wages for the Men—Pet Plan of 
Mayor Tom L. Johnson Now Possi- 
ble of Completion After Struggie 
Lasting for Many Years. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson has won his fight for 3 cent 
car fare by a de@ision of the Circuit court 
today, and at a meeting of the new Street 
Car Men’s union tonight, at which Senator 
Hanna was present, the men were told that 


the 3 cent fares would mean starvation 


wages. 
The last serious obstacle in the way of the 
lower fares has been removed and the coun- 
cil le free to act. 
Judge Marvin today dissolved the tempo- 
rary injunction issued by Judge Caldwell, re- 


straining the council from granting service 


franchises. 
Routes Already Laid Out. 

Ten of the eleven ordinances establishing 
low fare routes have already passed the 
council. The city clerk has advertised the 
routes, and bids for them will be opened 
Aug. 25. 

On the day that bids are opened for the 
low fare lines the legislature will convene 
to provide a new form of government for 


Ohio cities, but the action of the legislature 


wi'. not interfere with the Cleveland coun- 
cil granting franchises for the low fare 
routes, as whatever code they may enact 
will not take effect until the April election, 
1903. 

The Circuit court today, in its decision 
dissolving the injunction, held that the mem- 
bers of the council are de facto officers, and 
that courts have no right to enjoin legis- 
lative bodies from performing legislative 


duties. 
Says Wages Will Be Cut. 


The three cent fare plan came up in a 
meeting of the newly organized street rail- 
way men’s union held this evening, at which 
Senator M. A. Hanna and Supt. George Mul- 
hern were presented with gold headed canes 
and made speeches in response. 

Mulhern said about the 3 cent fare con- 
troversy: I am glad you have a union. 1 
hope you will all join it, but there is another 
union you must form soon, or, the way 
things are going in this town, you Won't 
have any homes or money. If this 3 cent 
fare road is started your wages will dome 
down, for you know no company can carry 
passengers for 3 cents. Now, get together 
and fight for your own good. Join a union 
that is bound to do you some good.“ 


Hanna Talks to Men. 


Senator Hanna, in accepting the gift, said: 
“Your chairman has referred to the é¢ivic 
federation. I say to you that were it not 
for my official position and my duties as a 


public servant I would devote more of my 


time to the policies on which that organiza- 
tion is founded.“ 

Concerning the anthracite strike, Sen- 
ator Hanna said: When the great an- 
thracite strike was threatening our federa- 
tion worked hard for weeks to avert it—to 
bring men and employers together, but failed. 
However, in that matter it is my personal 
satisfaction to know that the statement that 
I made at the time that the men would not 
go back on their word has been kept and that 
a sympathetic strike has been averted. 

I would rather have the promise of a la- 
boring man backed only by his sense of honor 
and his manhood than any agreement which 
might be enforced by law.“ 

The proceedings to oust the members of 
the city council from office, and enjoin them 
from granting any franchises, were begun 
on July 19 by Attorney General Sheets, on 
relation of the state, The recent Supreme 
court decision, declaring unconstitutional 
the federal plan law, was the basis of th 
suit. 7 

The two old street railway companies have 
stubbornly fought the plan from the first, 
and it is said they will offer the lower fares 
at once rather than see à new road come 
into the city.

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EVIDENCE ON BABY FARM 


POLICE FIND SOME FACTS IN CASE 
OF MRS. CAMPBELL, 


Baby Whose Death She Is Accused of 
Causing Found to Have Fractured 
Skall—Prisoner Tells Story of Life 

and Claims Girl, Viola, Who Makes 


the Charges, as Her Daughter—Fa-— 
ther Said to Be a Printer, John 


Reed. 


Investigation of the death of the infant 
which was found in the Grand avenue home 
of Mrs. Neil Campbell on Friday developed 
evidence which Coroner Traeger thinks may 
strengthen the murder charge and also 
throws light on the parentage of the girl, 
Viola, who charges her supposed mother 
with having kidnaped her from a wealthy 
father in Cincinnati. 

One discovery made yesterday was that 
the infant, besides starving, had suffered 
from a fracture of the skull, which Dr. E. 
P. Noel of the coroner's office says might 
have produced death. This fact was not 
brought up when Mrs. Campbell was ar- 
raigned at the West Chieago avenue police 
court on a charge of murder, but the hearing 
was continued for further investigation of 
the charges of baby farming. ' 

In the morning when Mrs. Campbell was 
taken to the West Chicago avenue police 
station, she told Inspector Wheeler the 
story of her life. She said Viola was her 
own child, but that a Cincinnati printer 
named John Reed was the girl's father. 

My mother died when we were in italy,’ 
said Mrs. Campbell, and father brought 
me to this country. I went to live with an 
uncle, Hiram Jattona, at Lily Chapel, O. 
Later my uncle adopted me, but my father 
sent money fer my education, and I learned 
to paint and to sew. When I was 14 years 
old I went to Cincinnati, and lived with 
my uncle, Rocco Jattona, at Sixth and Race 
streets. I taught painting. There I met 
Reed. Later I was sent back to Lily Chapel, 
and thence to Big Plain’, whére Viola was 
born June 25, 1880. 


“Viola was a year old when I married 


Pedro Blanco, a Spaniard. He was a sales-- 


man for a Key West cigar factory and was 
well to do. Three children were born. 
Pedro was the oldest, then Theresa and 
then Madeline. Madeline died when she 
was a few days old, and Theresa died Aug. 
28, 1895, when she was G6imonths old. In 
1896 Mr. Blanco died in St. Louis June 27, 
and on Aug. 5 of the same year my son, 
Pedro, died at 198 Adams street, Chicago.

ROOSEVELT IN AX CONTEST 


CHOPS DOWN TREES AND BRUSH 
AS FORESTRY LESSON, 


cultural Department He Clears 
Shrub 5 from Part of Home 
Grounds—Archbishop Ryan of Phil- 
adelphia Upholds the President's 
Stand in Regard to the Friars of the

Oyster Bay, N. T., Aug. 4.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt today showed his inter- 
est in forestry in a practical manner. Ax 
in hand, he attacked the underbrush sur- 
rounding the big beech tree on thé Roose- 
velt grounds, and with the aid of Gifford 
Pinchot, chief forester of the agricultural 
department, cleared away all the disfiguring 
saplings and shrubbery. 

Mr. Pinchot had come to talk with the 
president about some of the forest preserves. 
The president takes a lively and direct in- 
terest in this part of the agricultural de- 
partment’s work. 


Gives a Practical Demonstration. 

It was still an hour from Mr. Pinchot’s 
departing time when the talk was finished. 
The president in a bantering way suggested 
that a lot of practical forestry could be done 
in an hour’s time. Mr. Pinchot took him at 
his word. Axes were procured and the two 
went to work. The beech is. a tree held in 
great respect in the Roosevelt family, but 
the brush had grown up so much that until 
today’s work by the president and the chief 
forester its usefulness and beauty were both 
obscured. 

The president talked with Mr. Pinchon 
about a trip which the latter is about to 
make to the Philippines. There are several 
matters in the Philippines which the presi- 
dent asked Mr. Pinchot to be prepared to 
report upon after his return. 


Stand Regarding Friars Upheld. 

Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia told the 
president that he regretted exceedingly the 
outcry that had been made by some mem- 
bers of his church against the position the 
administration has taken towards the friars 
in the Philippines. The outcry, the arch- 
bishop said, was due to a complete misun- 
derstanding of the facts by the Catholics 
who were expressing their indignation.

THE MOSQUITO PEST. ) 
Prof. John B. Smith, the state entomolo- 
gist of New Jersey, has concluded his inves- 
tigations of the mosquito and throws con- 
siderable light upon the genesis and subse- 
quent habits of the small pest. He has de- 
voted himself to the seashore mosquito 
only, and especially to that numerous and 
interesting variety supplied by the Jersey 
marshes. He finds that the thousands of 
little pools, ponds, and ditches in the 
marshes, which the tides do not leave empty 
and which hold more or less stagnant water 
® year round, are the breeding places. 
as found them so crowded with mos- 
larve that a pool 10x15 feet 
would produce 1,000,000 mosquitoes at one 
hatching. As there are thousands of these 
pools in the Jersey as well as in all other 
marshes, it is impossible to conceive of the 
number of mosquitoes produced in a single 
summer. 

The marsh is not the only habitat of the 
mosquito. He is literally everywhere. He 
is found in the dense mountain forests, on 
the prairies, far out on the waters, in the 
cabins of the poor, in the homes of the rich, 
i the gardens of the park, in every rain 
water barrel, on every fresh water pond, in 

' the levee, and on the Lake Shore drive. 
Mosquitoes are as numerous in fresh water 
as in salt water marshes. They make life 
* burden as much on the shores of Lake Su- 
perior as they do at the seaside resort. The 
information, therefore, which suffering hu- 
manity needs is not so much how and in 
what numbers mosquitoes are produced but 
how to get rid of them after they are pro- 


Prof. Smith suggests two remedies for 
the marsh mosquito nuisance. He would 
have all the marsh depressions filled up. 
This would involve great expense and, per- 
haps, some mischief, and after it was done 
ean he guarantee that this resourceful crea- 
ture would not find other equally favorable 
birthplaces? He also recommends shaking 
kerosene or crude petroleum over the pools 
and then sweeping the surface as well as 

the banks thoroughly with brooms so as 
widely to distribute the oil. This, too, is 
an expensive remedy. He further says that 
where fiddier crabs live mosquito larve do 
not. That is quite true, because the fiddler 
etabs do not live in these marsh pools but 
in clear water, usually, where there are 
stones to get under and where there are no 
larvee. Chicago is a conspicuous victim of 
the mosquito, bot the professor’s remedies 
are of little value here, as we have no marsh 
‘depressions to fill in, no pools of any conse- 
quence to brush with kerosene, and there is 
no reason to believe that the little crabs 
sometimes found in the lake are not on the 
beat of terms with mosquito larve. Our 
only hope at present seems to be the dragon 
fly, which is a fierce and successful hunter 
of the mosquito. The stock of dragon flies, 


however, is not larze, and they only make 


their appearance on extremely hot evenings.

THE INCREASE OF LYNCHINGS. 
For two or three years past lynchings 


cause the mobs engaged in lynchings prefer 
violence to order, and hence seized upon any 
pretext that offered itself after a period of 
comparative quiet to renew the system of 
mob murder. | 

The last three lynchings reported took 
place without any sufficient cause, and cer- 
tainly without any justification. In one 
case a negro was suspected of arson. He 
fled, and the mob, in their haste to wreak 
their vengeance, seized another negro who 
was supposed to be the guilty party and, 
without stopping to make any inquiries, 
lynched him. The next day they found that 
they had hanged an innocent person. Of 
course nothing was done to his murderers. 
They had simply made a mistake, and it 
was only one negro less, anyway. 

The second negro was lynched because he 
was found in suspicions circumstances, 
though there was not the slightest evidence 
that he was contemplating the commission 
of any crime, much less of any crime which 
is declared capital by law. The third negro 
was lynched the other day within thirty 
miles of the national capital. He was sus- 
pected of murder, but denied his guilt. Had 
he been tried he would, in all probability, 
have been hanged, for a negro in the south 
accused of murder rarely escapes the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. There was no 
complaint that the officers of the law had 
not been expeditious in apprehending the 
negro. As his character was not first rate 
there was no reason to believe he would not 
be executed. The mob. however. took him 
out of the custody of the law. The sheriff 
pleaded with the men who composed it but 
they wonld not listen. The governor wasted 
his time in pleading with them.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND'S ADVICE.

. THE PRICE OF LEAD. 

The American manufacturer of lead asks 
foreign consumers 2 cents a pound, while 
he asks home consumers 4 cents a pound. 
Chairman Griggs of the democratic national 
congressional committee sees in this dif- 
ference in prices a gross injustice to the 
American consumer.. It has been said in 
answer to him that it is a matter of little | 
moment if the American manufacturer 
charges more at home than abroad, because 
little lead is exported and much is imported. 
The exports are about 4,000,000 pounds a 
year and the imports about 200,000,000 
pounds. 

Practically all the lead imported is in 
the low grade silver ores brought from 
Mexico. The smelters need the lead bearing 
silver ores and import them because the 
home supply is inadequate. While the duty 


on the lead in the silver ores is 1% cents a 
pound. The duty was imposed to pacify 
the owners of the lead mines and of Amer- 
ican silver lead mines. g 
The total lead production of the United 
States is about 250,000 tons a year. Of 
this about 90,000 tons are extracted from 
the imported silver lead ores and has paid 
a duty of a cent and a half a pound. If 
tle duty on pig lead were 114 cents instead 
of 2% cents the American price of lead 


would drop about five-eighths of a cent a 


pound and the American producers of lead 
would not be injured. The cent and a half 
duty would give them all the protection 
they need, if not more, and the public would 
xain considerably by the immediate reduc- 
tion in price of an important metal.

FATE OF AARON BURR’S DAUGHTER. 
An old resident of Washington said in a 
recent conversation: The fate of Theo- 
dosia, the beautiful daughter of Aaron 
Burr, has been one of the appalling mys- 
teries of sudden disappearance at sea. She 
was married to Gov. Allston of South Caro- 
lina, a name distinguished in the annals of 
that state. She sailed from Charleston for 
New York in the ship Patriot on Dec. 20, 
1812, on a visit to her father. The vessel 
was supposed to have been either engulfed 
or captured by pirates. for it was thought 
that no soul had survived to determine the 
awful doubt as to its fate or that of its 
passengers.” One account particularly ar- 
rested public attention, and that was the 
purported confession of a pirate, Domnick 
You, which Charles Gayarre incorporated 
into his brilliant, romantic, philosophic 
Ferdinand de Lemos.’ It is so graphically 
drawn that many persons thought at last 
the fate of Aaron Burr’s only daughter 
was known. An old sailor named Benjamin 
F. Burdick died recently a pauper in a Mich- 
igan poorhouse. On his death bed he made 
the startling confession that he was one of 
the piratical crew that captured a vessel 
named the Patriot and participated in the 
murder of Theodosia Allston at sea. In- 
deed, he declared that it fell to his lot to 
pull the plank from under her. She came 
forth arrayed in white, holding a bible in 
one hand, and with heroic mien took her 
place on the slender instrument of death, 
and without a shudder or quiver of a muscle 
was precipitated into the waves. The no- 
ble, unblanched face, erect and airy form 
he said, had haunted him all his subsequen 
life. The date of the vessel's loss, January, 
1813, correctly given by Burdick, and 
the name Odessa Burr Alliston was his 
only error; and yet this was not an error, 
for the name of both father and husband 
are sufficient identification. The corruption 
of Theodosia into Odessa would be nat- 
ural to an ignorant sailor, and, if anything, 
tend to prove that he had not been reading 
up to make himself a sort of death bed hero.
